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INTERNATIONAL  MEAT  TRADE:    SHIFTING  TRENDS 

In  1964,  significant  changes  occurred  in  the  world  meat  trade  pattern. 
World  exports  of  all  red  meats  in  1964  amounted  to  8,8  billion  pounds  ~ 
down  4  percent  from  the  previous  year!s  9-2  billion  pound  record  high. 
The  decline  reflects  reduced  export  availabilities  of  beef  and  veal  which 
more  than  offset  somewhat  increased  exports  of  pork,  mutton,  and  lamb. 

Beef  and  Veal.    The  dramatic  changes  that  have  occurred  in  international 
trade  of  beef  were  especially  noticeable  during  1964.    These  shifts  were  a 
direct  result  of  various  trends  in  production,  consumption  and  prices  in  the 
major  trading  areas  of  the  world. 

In  brief,  while  Western  Europe  —  big  beef  importer  —  was  suffering 
from  domestic  shortages  in  early  1964  due  to  reduced  production  and  in- 
creased demand,  Argentina  —  big  beef  exporter  and  traditional  source  of 
supply  —  was  suffering  from  substantially  reduced  export  availabilities 
due  to  the  previous  year's  extra  heavy  slaughter.    At  the  same  time  (1964), 
the  United  States  —  also  a  big  beef  importer  —  was  experiencing  its 
largest  output  ever  while  Australia  and  New  Zealand  —  big  beef  exporters 
with  a  substantial  outlet  for  manufacturing  type  beef  in  the  U.S.  market  — 
were  also  experiencing  record  production  and  high  level  export  availabilities . 
Prices  reached  new  highs  in  Western  Europe  and  surged  upward  in  Argentina; 
they  were  at  relatively  low  levels  in  Oceania  and  the  United  States. 

When  all  these  things  occurred  at  about  the  same  time,  not  much  else 
could  happen  but  what  did  happen.    World  beef  trade  patterns  began  to 
shift.    Europe  needed  more  beef.    The  United  States  needed  less  imported 
beef.    Argentina  was  unable  to  satisfy  Europe's  increasing  requirements 
for  lean  beef.    Australia  and  New  Zealand  needed  a  new  market;  they  found 
one  —  and  with  better  prices  —  in  Western  Europe.    The  shifts  that 
emerged  in  1964  continued  throughout  1965. 


In  196^,  Western  Europe  imported  2.6  billion  pounds  of  beef  and 
veal  —  nearly  5  percent  more  than  in  the    preceding  year  and  a  full  33 
percent  more  than  average  1956-60  levels.    Argentina's  exports,  on  the 
other  hand,  amounted  to  1.3  billion  pounds  —  20  percent  less  than  in  1963 
and  only  7  percent  above  the  1956-60  average. 

The  United  States  imported  1.2  billion  pounds  of  beef  and  veal  in 
196"ll  —  29  percent  less  than  1963fs  peak  imports,  but  still  78  percent 
more  than  the  1956-60  average.    A  further  decline  of  1^  percent  was  indi- 
cated for  1965  imports  into  the  United  States.    Australia  and  New  Zealand 
exported  l0k  billion  pounds  of  beef  and  veal  in  196^  —  about  1  percent 
more  than  in  the  preceding  year  and  60  percent  more  than  the  1956-60  aver- 
age.   A  substantial  portion  of  these  shipments  was  diverted  from  the 
United  States  to  the  beef -hungry  markets  of  Western  Europe  to  fill  the  gap 
left  by  inadequate  imports  from  Argentina.    The  same  trend  was  continued  in 
1965. 

Mutton  and  Lamb.    The  bulk  of  international  trade  in  mutton  and  lamb 
moves  from  Oceania  (88  percent  of  196k  total  world  exports)  to  Western 
Europe  (73  percent  of  total  world  imports).    The  United  Kingdom  is,  by  far, 
the  leading  importer  of  mutton  and  lamb,  accounting  for  fully  two-thirds 
of  total  world  imports.    Japan  and  the  United  States  follow  some  distance 
behind.    New  Zealand  is  the  world's  largest  single  exporter  of  mutton  and 
lamb,  accounting  for  66  percent  of  total  world  exports.    Australia  ships 
22  percent  of  the  world  total. 

Australia  and  New  Zealand  exported  k3  percent  more  mutton  and  lamb  in 
1964  than  they  did  during  the  1956-60  period;  Western  Europe  imported  14- 
percent  less.    The  United  States  imported  k6  percent  less  in  196^  than  in 
1963-    This  means  that  new  foreign  market  outlets  are  being  developed  for 
Oceania's  larger  export  availabilities.    Japan  is  the  case  in  point. 
From  relatively  small  imports  in  the  mid-1950' s,  Japan  has  become  the 
world's  second  largest  importer  of  mutton  and  lamb  —  135  million  pounds 
in  196^  compared  with  an  average  9  million  pounds  during  the  1956-60 
period. 

Pork.    The  volume  of  international  trade  in  196^  was  25  percent  larger 
than  quantities  moving  in  world  trade  during  1956-60.    Europe  accounts  for 
85  percent  of  world  exports  and  imports  of  pork  products.    That  means  most 
pork  moves  within  Europe.    Denmark  is  the  world's  largest  pork  exporter 
followed  some  distance  behind  by  the  Netherlands  and  Poland.  Combined, 
these  three  account  for  roughly  70  percent  of  world  exports.    The  United 
Kingdom  —  unrivaled  top-ranking  importer  —  takes  55  to  60  percent  of 
total  world  imports.    In  second  place  is  the  United  States  —  also  a  sub- 
stantial exporter  but  traditionally  a  net  importer  of  canned  pork  products, 
mostly  from  Denmark  and  the  Netherlands.
